London, July !.—From Corfu comes 
the news that it is proposed to acquire 
the palace which for a time was the 
home’ of the unfortunate Empress Eliza- 
beth of Austria, and open !t as a casino. 
The villa itself may, in many ways, be 
Suited for such a purpose, but on sen- 


timental grounds many will probably ob- 
ject to the transformation of a house, 
so inseparably surrounded by tragic and 
sorrowful memories, into a house of play- 
ing, dancing, and general merriment. It 
was at one of the saddest periods In her 
career that the late empress of Austria— 
a wanderer on the face of the earth— 
“first became enamoured of lovely Corfu.” 
The author of “‘The Martyrdom of an 
Empress,’’ who appears to have accom- 
panied the unfortunate lady in her exile. 
gives the following description of the 
house in which. Elizabeth sought “the 
consolation usually brought by beautiful 
Scenery, coupled with perfect rest and 
estrangement from all social noise and 
turmoil:”’ 

“The attention of the empress had heen 
directed to the classical spot where the 
villa now stands,”’ writes the author, *‘‘by 
the late Freiherr von Warsberg, the great 
authority on the landscape scenery of 
the Odyssey. Within the incredibly 
slrort time of a little more than one and 
a half years the modest Villa Braila. on 
the Gasturi Hill, in the island of Corfu, 
long known for its enchanting position. 
was replaced, under the direction of the 
Italian architect, Rafael Charito, by a 
palace, conceived and carried out tn the 
spirit of ancient Greece. Tho eastern 
slope of the hill, facing toward the sea. 
Is covered with olive plantations, while 
the opposite incline has been laid out 4s 
a beautiful park, on wide terraces. The 
principal entrance is on the south front, 
which, with its projecting porch, its ,og- 
gias and balconies, presents an exceerd- 
ingly picturesque aspect. The vestibule 
is connected with a large, sumptuously- 
decorated salon, upon the ceilings of 
which Palfott! has represented the four 
seasons. To the right is the chapel. cir- 
ried out in pure Byzantine style; to the 
left the dining room, Pompetan tv the 
minutest detail. A marble staircase, with 
bronze balustrades, leads to the second 
story, where the apartments of the em- 
press were situated. The central salon 
opens on the Centaur terrace, and 448s 
empire decorations,. with frescoes of 
Aurora on the ceiling painted, also, by 
Paliotti.’’ 

It is impossible here to give a fuli ds2- 
scription of the beauties of the palace as 
they are given in “The Martyrdom cf cn 
Empress,”’ neither have we space to do 
more than mention the magnificence of 
the gardens and park by which t is 
surrounded. We are told that-in the villa 
there are one hundred and twenty-eight 
rooms, and that. this truly imperial abode 
cost over forty million florins. It ‘ts 
hardly a matter for wonder that ‘the 
guide books should describe this as “the 
great show place of the island.’’ It seems 
almost a pity that it cannot remain “a 
show place’ pure and simple.

It was a novel and curious experience 
to enter the great white dining hall and 
take our places among the score or 
more of brown-robed, white-capped sis- 
ters, most of whom were scarcely over 
25 years of age. Some half-dozen old 
ones sat, however, at the upper end of 
the table, and htre we were courteously 
urged to seat ourselves. 
ated quite a lLttle flutter of excitement 
and we heard here and there in Russian 
the exclamation, ‘“‘The new American 
sisters,’’ and received many smiling nods 
of welcome... We were still at the table 
when the “‘professor’ appeared, and after 
bidding us a hearty welcome, wamed us 
that the life of a Sister of Mercy was 
no easy one: “Vouz savez,”’ he added, 
“you will have to get up every day at 7 
o’clock.’’ 

We learned that evening that the di- 
rectress of the community, accompanied 
Dy thirty sisters, was at the seat of 
war. In fact, the greater part of the 
most experienced had gone, and the hos- 
pital had been left in charge of ‘the next 
sister in rank. A most capable aid she 
must find in Sister M., who is in charge 
of the ambulance department, and whose 
activity, despite her slight lgmeness, Is 
simply wonderful.

“Our First Experience.” 

The very morning after our arsival, one 
Sunday, we had our first experience in 
the “bandaging room.’ Here, commenc- 
ing at half-past 8, the doctors, aided by 
the sisters appointed each day for that 
work, change the bandages and dress the 
wounds of those who have been operated 
upon. Two ‘“‘sanitaires’’—hospital assist- 
ants—also in |;white, carry the patients to 
and from the room, this being apparently 
the preferred method, although a rolling 
bed was occasionally brought into requi- 
sition. 

In the’ hollow square forming the hos- 
pital garden, connected with the main 
building by a passage way, stands the 
Operating room, a structure almost entire- 
ly of glass, the lower half ground and 
the upper half plain, and we had been 
there but three days when we made our 
first acquaintance with this. Of that 
momentous day I shall make no mentwu 
other than that I well nigh disting..sned 
myself by fainting, and was saved only 
by a hasty exit from the room.

HE annual slaughter of the inno- 
cents in the name of patriotism is 
almost due. 
Since the introduction of the toy pis- 
tol and-giant chacker the number of lives 
@acrificed in the celebration of each 
Fourth of July has averaged about 400, 
the greatest mortality being from ‘fire- 
works used on the Fourth in 1903. when 
the number tabulated by The Journal of 
the American Medical Association was 
466, 363 of which were from tetanus 
Caused by toy pistols. 
This frightful accounting from juvenile 
enthusiasm led the daily press to publish 
the facts in regard to the dangers of 
lockjaw caused in the blank cartridge: 
Parents learned that a wound from a 
toy pistol, however slighi, should be im- 
Mediately taken to the surgeon, because 
failure to have it radically cleansed 
Would result in lockjaw; doctors learned 
that ordinary disinfectants and dressings 
Were not only futile, but harmful; the 
Quthorities learned that the _ responsi- 
bility, of controling the danger lay upon

are several American drug stores, an | 
American news stand, a whisky dealer 
or so, and a large number of real estate | 
firms. 
One of the biggest American establish- 
ments is that of the Harris Brc@. on! 
O'Reilly street, not far from the Prado. 
This firm sells all sorts of American of- 
fice furniture and supplies, stationery and 
notions, It has a ols acetyline gas bus- 
iness, having put in hundreds of acety- 
line light plants at sugar mills, small 
towns and houses throughout the island, | 
whioh it supplies. with carbide. The! 
Harris boys came here from Florida just | 
about the time the war closed with; less/| 
than $5,000 aud opened a store for kype- | 
writers, bicycles and office supplies. They | 
did about $100.000 worth of business the} 
first year, and since then have sheabthy | 
increased, until now they have not only 
this retail establishment in Havana, but 
also a considert#™e wholesale’ trade 
throughout the island. They tell me 
there are plenty of chances here for 
sober and industrious Americans. with 
honesty and a fair amount of brains. 
They have trouble in finding gooa men 
for their own work, and say that this is 
the case with others. ’ 
American Newspapers and Magazines 
I find that all the leading American 
newspapers and magazines are sold ia 
Cuba. You may buy them in Havana in 
the various passageways upon which 
the stores open, and there is a large 
news stand just above the national the- 
ater which belongs to a German-Ameri- 
can who has a general news business 
in other cities as well. This man tells 
me that he sells 12,000 American mag- 
azines and 60,000 American newspapers 
every month. He charges good prices. 
Ali American papers cost from 7 to 10 
cents and other things in proportion.

American Goods by Mail. 

I find that many of the American hous- 
es are sending goods here by mail. This 
is so with the big Chicago mail-order 
houses and also the leading merchants 
of other cities. Lord & Taylor, John 
Wanamaker, Arnold & Constable and 
other New Yorkers are doing such a 
retail business with Cuba, and a num- 
ber of such houses have open accounts 
with people throughout Cuba. Many 
Cubans come to the United States and | 
there arrange to have goods sent [to 
them. Some big firms send men here 
tc drum up such accounts, and alto- 
gether a great deal of business is done 
which does not show in our trade re- 
ports. 

A commercial traveler representing one 
of the largest department stores of the 
United States, for instance, tels me that 
ne is selling many fine editions of tha 
English and American novelists and sets 
ef costly dictionaries. He has sold with- 
in the past three months, $60,000 worth 
of a ten-volume dictionary; the finest 
bindings are in chief demand, and the 
seis average $125 apiece. This man says | 
he takes many orders for dresses from | 
Cuban women, our shirt-waist suits be- | 
ing especially popular. He is selling | 
American shoes, hardware and furni- 
ture, and indeed, almost everything that 
is handled in an American department 
store. He finds the Cubans friendly to | 
Americans. They buy largely and are |

An attempt to impeach a whole state and indict an entire people! 

That is the pith of the movement, fresh from its launching, to pillory 
Georgia in the eyes of the nation as a state hopelessly in the clutches of 
corruptors; as a commonwealth betrayed by its rulers for the last twenty 
years to the greedy looting of highwaymen in high places; as a people who 
wear the shameful and conscious livery of subservience to money power; 
as a commercial and political pariah among states, a Nazareth out of which 
no good may be expected; and, inferentially, a state so slimed with the 
leprosy of immoral politics that its people should themselves raise the sad 
cry, “Unclean!” “Unclean!” so that those who would not share the contagion 
may keep without our borders. 

It is a pitiable spectacle! It would convey sufficient pathos were it 
created by avowed enemies or open competitors. Coming as the handiwork 
of sons of Georgia; men who have attained fortune and fair fame within her 
boundaries; men who have profited by her myriad industries, who have been 
proud to bear her unstainted name into national halls and placés of public 
trust and exalted responsibility—it looms as an astounding and reproachful 
Specter, stark evidence of the perverting influence of massive conceit and 
supreme audacity. | 

What other construction can logically be placed on the artfully-woven 
insinuations which have at last reached their spoken culmination? 

People conversant with state history need little refreshing of memory 
to recall the host of men, men of rugged, incorruptible character, of high 
ability, of unquestionable perspicuity whom these aspersions are cast upon. 
A great many of them are men prominent in business; in farming, in educa- 
tion, in the law, the church—every vocation and calling common in Geor- 
gia. | 

The indictment extends to our governors for years past. 
men of notable intellect, and all of untarnished reputation. 

The articles of impeachment do not rest here. They extend to all the 
people of Georgia. In substance, .they brand the voters in several past 
gubernatorial and legislative elections, as either accessories to or stupid, 
unseeing* participants in the debauching of the government and the progress 
of their native state. If any more complimentary interpretation is possible, 
we stand anxious for its plausible presentation. 

Are these infamous charges true? Is Georgia now or has Georgia been 
in the past “a state for sale;” ‘a shameless state,” or can she be known 
by any of the other titles of obloquy justly applied to some of our unfortunate 
sister states of the north and west? 

Ever since the constitutional convention of the seventies rung down the 
curtain on the nightmare era of reconstruction, Georgia has been nationally 
recognized as one of the most progressive and cleanly governed states south 
of the Mason and Dixon line. Conservative legislatures, the personnel of 
which included the best and purest men from the farms and the cities, have 
wisely and incorruptibly administered her affairs. With a tax rate lower 
than that of most of the southern states, she has: added public improve- 
ments and institutions which entitle her to a foremost rank. With the de 
crease in the tax rate, has come an increase’in the educational facilities of 
the state. Our educational system is not ideal, it is true, but it compares 
more than favorably with those of any of our neighbors. Georgia devotes 
more money now to the education of her children—children of the masses, 
too—than many northern and western states of proportionately larger wealth. 

The confederate veterans of the state have been lovingly cared for in a 
manner that is beyond reproach—more liberally than by any other state of 
the Union. Not only are pensions to themselves, their widows and their 
families liberally provided, but the state. maintains a well-equipped home, 
offering free access to those beloved survivors of the civil war whom en- 
croaching age or honorable wounds prevent from winning a livelihood. 

The manufactures and general industries of the state have flourished 
in a degree that excites the amazement of visitors as well as our Own peo 
ple. Taxable values have appreciated in a ratio that is the subject of na- 
tional comment. 7 

Georgia, as is well known, set the pace in railroad regulation when its 
legislature made effective the statute creating the railroad commission. 
That body, through many changing memberships, has done yeoman service 
for the state. Mistakes have been made, certainly. Men are no more in- 
fallible as /ommissioners, than they are as men, In the main, however, the 
commission has exerted offices of infinite benefit to the people. When its 
efficiency is further increased by the popular election of its members, its 
value to the commerce and industries of Georgia will be still further aug 
mented. In the meantime let not unqualified criticism overlook the good 
it has wrought and the admirable scope of its operation; merits that induced 
that matchless reformer, LaFollette, of Wisconsin, to fashion his own recent 
railroad .reform legislation after that of this state. 

Is Georgia perfect, at present? By no means! Even when we succeed 
in attaining the reforms for which we are now striving, Georgia will yet 
be imperfect. Utopia, that sublime dream born of the poetic imgination, is 
impossible of attainment this side of the sunset. But there is not in all the 
Union a more honestly administered state than Georgia, and its record for 
a quarter of a century, or more, has been unimpeachable. 

The people of Georgia are discerning; there is no danger of their being) 
hoodwinked into believing that their own state is a political prostitute. That 
they will resent it so being advertised to the nation, in localities where we 
can make no adequate defense, is an assertion of their intelligence which 
needs no wordy explanation. They can distinguish the motives of those who 
go about slyly with distorted lenses ‘that strangely overlook achievement 
and invent and magnify iniquity where they cannot find it; whose nostrils 
are keenly geared for but one odor, the stench of corruption; 
the fleeting space of a few months, suddenly discover that the state which 
has given them the breath of life and the smiles of fortune has long been 
a paramour with pollution and a passive prey to the spoilsman!

When the history of the stirring 
events of the past. decade comes to 
be impartially written, to John Hay 
will be given the foremost place 
among the diplomatists of his time. 

In the asperity of political discus- 
sion there have been criticisms of Mr. 
Hay’s acts and of some of the posi- 
tions he has taken. Every great man 
in high political office has been sub- 
ject to similar criticism. Mr..Hay was 
no politician in the sense the term is 
applied in partisan politics; but in 
the greater field of world politics he 
was a master, and his career has 
been marked by some of the most 
notable achievements in the history 
of the United States. 

To John Hay, more than to any 
other one man—or, for that matter, 
than to all other men—belongs the 
credit of making the United States 
the power for the salvation of the 
Chinese empire. To him, more than 
to anyone else, is due the preven- 
tion of the apportionment of that em- 
pire among the land-grabbing nations 
of Europe. To him, more than to any 
other man, belongs the credit of 
making the United States not only a 
power to be considered, but a power 
to be followed, in world politics.

‘Last week’s official statement of 
banks showed a decrease in surplus re- 
serve, but this was almot wholly due to 
an expansion In loans end consequently 
an increase in deposits, the latter aug- 
menting the requirements os that, tlyough 
thqere was a gain in cash, the surplus 
was diminished. The loan expansion, 
which amounted to $18,056,300, was di- 
rectly qaused by the loaning of deposits 
which had been temporarily made with 
the banks in anticipation of the disbu®se- 
ment of July interest and dividends. As 
such deposits will probably be. with- 
drawn this week through the distribution 
of these semi-annugl payments, the loans 
wil] be contracted and normal condi- 
tions be restored. The cash reserve was 
increased $1,375,700, and this, too, not- 
withstanding the export during the week 
of $3,300,000 gold and also of a loss to 
the banks of about this amount through 
subtreasury operations.

The penalty in case of vio- 
lation is a fine not exceeding $5,000, or 
imprisonment not exceeding one year 
or both, in the discretion of the court: 
Of course, a corporation could not De 
‘mprisoned, and in this direction the 
gaa by fine is all that can ap- 
diy, ; 

“The question as bo what constitutes a 
trust is not thoroughsyy settled, some 
authorities including in the definition of 
a trust the idea of placing stocks of 
different corporations in the hands of 
another corporation to be held in trust 
and managed without the interference of 
the separate corporations which are thus 
put in combination. If this is the correct 
definition of a trust, “the indictment in 
this case does not charge the defendants 
with having formed a trust, there being 
no allegation that the stecks of the 
large packing companies are held in 
trust for the purposes of management. 
It is true that the Stock of ten smaller 
packing concerns previously running in 
Opposition to the big packers was bought 
Up by individuals connected with the 
big packing corporations, and placed 

With another corporation organized for 
the purpose of holding the stocks—the 
National Packing Company—but this call 
makes no direct charges against the 
National Packing Company, or any of its 
officers except such as were officers of 
the big packing companies. 

“On this point the National Packing 
Company differed from the Northern 
Securities case lately decided by the 
Supreme court of the United States. In 
the latter case only the controlling in- 
terests of the railroads concerned was 
bought up and put in the hands of a 
third corporation for management,”’ 

Question of Bond.

GEORGIA'S CROPS 
HAVE FALLEN OFF 


Showing for June Not So Good 
as a Month Ago, 


June Crop Report of the Department 
of Agriculfure Shows the Cot- 
ton Crop in Poorer Con- 
dition — Other Crops 

Also Suffered, al 


According to the June crop report of 
the state department of agriculture, is- 
sued yesterday by Commissioner O- B. 
Stevens, Georgia’s crops are not in near 
so good a. condition as they were a 
month ago. This attributed largely 
to the bad weather conditions, the heavy 
and continuous rains having had the 
effect of bringing up thick grass and 
preventing the crops from being properly 
worked. 

The present condition of the cotton crop 
as compared with an average, is shown 
by the reports made to the department 
between June 25 and July |, from all 
parts of the state, to be only 81 per 
cent, whereas in May it was about iCd 
per cent. The northern and middle sec- 
tions each show the condition of cotton to 
be 84 per cent, as compared to an aver- 
age, while in the southern section, 
where the rains have done most damage, 
it is 76 per cent, 

The wheat crop makes an unusually 
poor showing. ‘te yield compared ‘9 
an average in the northern section .s 65 
per cent; middle section 54 per cent, and 
southern sectton 85 per cent, an av2>rage 
the state of 68 per cent. in ire 
Siiddle and northern sections the yield 
per acre will be 6 bushels, amd in the 
southern section 9 bushels, or an averag 
of 7 bushels per acre, the state over. 

Oats makes a somewhat better show- 
ing, the yield compared with an average 
for the entire state being 88 per cent, 
and the yield per acre for-the state being 
i7 bushels,

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PEAKING of the proposed division 
of the county of Irwin and the crea- 
tion of the new county of ‘Nor- 
then,” with Fitzgerald as its county 
site, Hon. Drew W. Paulk, mayor of 
Fitzyerald, matie the following state- 
ment in defense of the proposition:

Chairman Shonts Will Also Go to 
the Isthmus—It is Not 
Thought Resignation of 

‘Wallace Will De- 
lay Work. 


Washington, July t.—The isthmian ca- 
mal commission, at a meeting which last- 
ed practically all day, reviewed and ap- 
proved the reports of the . bi-weekly 
meetings of the executive committee of 
the commission held since the last meet- 
‘ing of the full commission in April. Mr. 
Wallace was a member of the executive 
committee. Messrs, Haines and Harrod, 
of the commissiok, were delegated to go 
at once 10 the isthmus and make a care- 
fu] review of the conditions of the work 
@s they find it, and it is probable that 
Chairman Shonts and Mr. Stevens, the 
new chief engineer, will go to the isth- 
mus at the same time, the sailing date 
being fixed at next Tuesday's meeting. 

Chairman Shonts has cabled the tem- 
porary appointment of Engineer Dauchy, 
as chief engineer on the isthmus unti] 
the arrival of Mr. Stevens: He has also 
cabled authority to ‘the assistant super- 
intendent of the Panama railroad te 
conduct the road until the arrival of Mr. 
Stevens. 

Traffic Agreement. 

The traffic agreement between the Pan. 
@ma railroad and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Line, which expires July 12, accord- 
ing to the notice given by the govern- 
ment, will not interfere with the through 
billing of freight over that line to Pacific 
_Parts, both in North and South America, 
«as heretofore. While no agreement to 
this effect will be entered into between 


the government and thie steamship. line, 


an oral understanding has been reached 
whereby the old arrangement is to con- 
tinue, (9 be interrupted only on ninety 
days’ notice by the steamship company.
